CHICAGO, June %.—A feud in the 
Austrian colony at Thornton, IIl., re- 
sulted yesterday in @ fight which waged 
up and down the main street of the 
town for an hour and. ended in the 
killing of one man and the injury of 
many others. 

Peter Hendricks, a laborer on the 
town roadway, was the innocent victim 
of the race war. The man who shot 
him gave the name of John Stienucz, a 
laborer in a stone quarry. Edward 
Goening, a night watehman in the quar- 
ry works, was probably fatally injured. 

The fight started ina saloon, head- 
quarters of the Austrians employed in 
the stone works, There had been strife 
among these men and an petbreak was 
expected. 

Goening, it is said, started the trouble 
by trying to break up a celebration 
which the Austrians were having in a 
saloon. 

The men were seated around a table, 
drinking and singing. The entrance of 
Goening was the signal for an uprising. 
Bottles cracked over heads and knives 


were drawn. The fighters surged into 
the back yard of the saloon and then 
spread into the street; ¢Steinucz secured 
a revolver and led a § I band of men 
down the main street. 

Crowds of people had gathered and 
Steinucz began shooting.at them. Hend-

William Lieferman of Chicago, the 
fiance, turned the tables on Rev. Alex- 
ander Monroe, the father, who, it is al- 
leged, forcibly took his daughter from 
the Chicago home and brought her to 
a farm near Centralia, to prevent her 
marriage to Lieferman, 

Young Lieferman had been advised by 
the Chicago authorities, who issued 
warrants for the parent, to_obtain a 
writ of habeas corpus to obtain pos- 
session of the young lady. He substi- 
tuted a carriage and spirited his fiancee 
away as neatly as the father had taken 
her from her own home. 

Learhing from the newspaper reports 
that his flancee was in the neighbor- 
hood of this city, William Lieferman 
and Frank Parks, a friend, came here 


Friday, afternoon, and before dark had 
located the girl at the home of a farm- 
er named Jett, a friend to the Monroe 
family. No opportunity was presented 
to communicate with Miss Monroe, and 
they deferred action until the next day.

He got on the roof of the 
shed and tried again to free the child's 
plaything.

LOVE MOVES MINISTER 





Ii Is Moving Principle in His 
Life, He Tells His 
Hearers. 


Rev. Earl Hewson, pastor of the Re- 
ber Place Congregational Church, who 
is soon to file suit for divorce from his 
wife, preached last night on the “Lights 
and Shadows of the Christian Minis- 
try.’ Though he made no direct ref- 
érence in his sérmon to his marital 
troubles, his discourse was filled with 
sentences which called it to mind, 

Pastor Hewson’s text was taken from 
the fifteenth chapter of Romans, and 
the nineteenth verse, ‘I have fully 
preached the gospel of Christ.”” The 
pretty little church was crowded last 


night, as it was yesterday morning. 

At the close of the morning service 
persons who had not stopped to shake 
hands with their pastor for weeks, went 
forward to the platform and told him 
how much they had enjoyed the sermon. 
At night he was back in his accustomed 
place at ‘he door as the congregation 
left the charch, and not a man, woman 
or child left the edifice without a warm 
grasp of the pastor's hand being given 
and received. 


Sermon Anniversary One. 


Just eight years ago Sunday night 
Pastor Hewson was licensed to preach 
and his sermon was an anniversary one. 

He opened with the story of his con- 


version and the lofty views of the min- 
istry which he had entertained from 
his boyhood up. These views, he de- 
clared, had not been changed, though 
he had felt many of the stings of the 
sorrow of a young minister. He had 
felt, too, he declared, the thrills of joy 
that were to be found only in the min- 
istry, and still believed that the men 
who stepped from the pulpit to the 
throne stepped downward. 

In the course of his sermon, Pastor 
Hewson said: 

“From a timid and motherless boy, 
with. the odds much against me at ll 
years of age, when I became a Chris- 
tian, I went on and on in my studies 
until June 24, 1898, I was licensed to be- 
come a minister. Many things nad hap- 
pened that might have crushed a less 
determined young man, but my mind 
was made up and no power on earth 
could have changed my purpose. 

“Tl found that there was no Getsem- 
ane that had not its strengthening 
angel, no Calvary that did not know its 
Olivet, and was well paid for all the 
struggles I passed through. 

“My first work in the ministry was 
done in the heart of a’ great city, in a 
church of 2000 members, in a church 
where the millionaire and beggar kneeled 
in common prayer. That was the same 
church in which, when a mere boy, l 
had first heard the name of Christ men- 
tioned in the Sunday School. 


Near to Nature’s Heart. 


“Tt lapored there for a while and then 
went to the country, there to work in 
the fields that are nearest the Maker's 
throne, where all nature seems to speak 
His name and where the birds sing the 
morning church carol. Then, after trav- 
eling 10,000 miles as an evangelist, 1 
came back to the city, having seen the 


bright side and the dark of the ministry, 
having gone through its joys and its 
sorrows. 

“Since I have been back in the city, 
I have not known one real day of va- 
cation. 

“The joy of knowing that you are do- 
ing something to uplift men and wom- 
en around you far surpasses any other 
thrill of the ministry. 

“It is a pleasure to answer the mid- 
night call to come and pray with the 
dying, or to comfort the sick, but the 
greatest joy of all is to know that you 
are doing something to better your 
race, by telling them over and over 
again the old, old storg.*’ 

Pastor Hewson then went on.to tell 
of the kinds of Christians who hindered 
the work of a minister, the indifferent, 
the sanctimonious and the selfish. 

Love, he declared, was the moving 
principle in the life of the minister. 
Twice he repeated the poetic lines that 
he said conveyed the thought he meant 
to instill in his people: A

Railroad Builders Chop Trestle 


to Délay Arrest Until Fin- 
ishing Work. 


Frank Amon, a contractor, will appear 
before Justice Edwards of Edwardsville 
July 3, charged with trespass. Amon de- 
layed his arrest for two hours by ma- 
rooning Constable John Glass on a long 
trestle over a deep slough. This he ac- 
complished by removing timbers at 
either end of the trestle. 

Amon placidly put his men to work, 
without interference, while the Consta- 
ble and Supt. Woods of the St.,Louis & 
Northeastern Electric Railroad (McKin- 
ley line) sat on the trestle in sunshine 
and rain until Amon replaced the. tim- 
bers in the gaps and allowed Constable 
Glass to walk across and arrest him. 
He later gave bond at Edwardsville. 

Amon is employed by the Venice Ter- 
minal Railroad. He is alleged to have 
committed trespass by building a trestle 
over a siough near Venice on right of 
way claimed by both roads. 

The Venice Terminal Railroad had 
land condemned for the trestle several 
months ago. The McKinley line pre- 








vented the Terminal, by an injunction, 
from building the trestle. The injunc- 





tion was dissolved, and the McKinley 
line is then said to have purchased 4 
strip of the land condemned by the Ter- 
minal road. 

Amon had been expecting court inter- 
ference since beginning the trestle. 
had it finished, excepting 10 feet, Sun- 
day, when the Constable and Woods ap- 
peared. They had to walk across the 
long trestle to reach Amon. As they 2p- 
proached, Amon had workmen remove 
“ number of timbers, leaving a wide 
gap between him and the Constable. 
Woods and the Constable turned to £9 
back, but Amon ordered workmen at the 
other end of the bridge to make a sim- 
ilar gap. They did so, and, as the 
slough is deep, Woods and the Consta- 
ble had no choice but to wait until 
Amon spanned the chasm and released 
them.

The screams of a little child rang 
through the staid old Courthouse Mon-

There, when Boutell attempted to take 
Clyde, the boy slapped at his father’s 
hand and clung ‘to his grandmother the 
closer.

Boutell picked up the boy and started 
to walk away with him. Under the 
big dome, the boy screamed wildly. The 
dome magnified the sound and people 
were attracted from all of the court- 
rooms and from the street. It was di- 
vorce day and many women were in 
the crowd. 

The father carried the struggling boy 
to the Broadway entrance. The child 
slipped from his father’s arms and lay 
down on the stone pavement of the ves- 
tibule. Mrs. Boutell, the second wife of 
the father, attempted to quiet the boy 
but could not, 

The father again picked Clyde up, 
and, as he walked west on Market 
street, the boy still continued to scream 
and fight. Mrs. Brown was led away 
by her attorney. |

she asked her mother, Mrs. Brown, to

| Scandals Suggested That Made 


LL GROCER CO 


French Scandal Look 
Like a Cipher. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—The alleged 
Nvestigation into the Panama Canal 
scandals, the great fiasco on this con- 
gressional session, will continue until 
adjournment without report or legis- 
lative recOmmendation. Nothing has 
been accomplished. All the graft and 
corruption and incompetency connected 
thus far with the big waterway will 
remain undiscovered. The mockery 
and ineffectiveness of this’ misnamed 
inquiry is almost without a parallel in 
the long list of such official examina- 
tions. 

On Dec. 6 of last year, two days af- 
ter Congress convened, a bill was 
brought into the House for an emer- 
gency. appropriation of $16,500,000 to pay 
an enormous deficiency in’ canal work, 
and carry it forward until a regular 
measure” could be passed. There was 
an imfnediate outcry, in which Republi- 
eans and Democrats alike joined, 
against this bill..-ft was found that 
many millions of this money had al- 
ready been expended. It was declared 
‘the $16,500,0000 asked was for estimates 
submitted for $4,000,000. There was a 
demand that the books of the Canal 
Commission be opened and Congress in- 
formed as to how the money appropri- 
ated was being spent. 

It was shown that large sums were 
thrown away in fancy salaries. A press 
agent, Joseph B. Bishop of New York, 
was paid $10,000 a year to see that 
nothing objectionable to the Canal 
Commission appeared in the newspa- 
pers. The president of the commission 
received $30,000 a year, although he still 
retained his position as president of the 
Clover Leaf Railroad system and re- 
ceived $25,000 from that source. He did 
not live on the isthmus, but in this 
city. Amazing charges of extravagance 
and incompetency were made. 

When the emergency bill reached the 
Senate the charges were changed to 


those of theft and recklessness. The Ap- 
propriations Committee had hearings on 
the bill. Secretary Taft and Chairman 
Shonts said the 17,000 were then em- 
ployed on the isthmus and not a shovel 
full of dirt was being removed. The 
blame for delay was placed on former 
Chief Engineer Wallace. When the Dill 
came into the Senate there was a deluge 
of oratory against the salary list and 
other expenditures. Mr.- Morgan said: 
“These salaries which ‘have been fixed 
by the liberality and generosity and ex- 
travagance of the President should not 
be permitted to go on infinitely.” 

Senator Culberson said: ‘‘The original 
estimate for the canal was $184,000,000. 
Already $76,000,000 has been expended 
and nothing accomplished.”’ 

Not One Confirmation, 

Discussion of the canal scandals con- 
tinued in the Senate after the emer- 
gency bill passed. The President prom- 
ised to abolish the press agent at $10,- 
oO a year and immediately named Mr. 
Bishop to be a commissioner at the same 
salary. This aroused the Senate and the 
President was requested to renominate 
the entire commission. He complied 
with this request on Dec. 21, and up to 
this time not ane member of the com- 
mission has been confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. The entire;seven are serving under 
an appointment which will expire the 
minute Congress adjourns and must be 
revitalized by the President at once giv- 
ing recess appointments. 

It was at that time declared that Mr. 
Shonts could not be confirmed with his 
$30,000 a year salary and residence in this 
city; that Mr. Bishop at a salary of 
$7500 for commissioner and $2500 as sec- 
retary of the commission could not be 
confirmed; and that Gov. Magoon, as 
Governor of the canal zone, member of 
the commission, and Minister to Pana- 
ma, with an aggregate salary of $17,500 
a year, could not be confirmed. So far 
a sis known the Committee on Inter- 
oceanic Canals has never taken up these 
nominations for consideration during the 
more than six months that have inter- 
vened. . 

For three weeks the cry of graft, 
theft and extravagance continued in the 
Senate until. on Jan. 8 of this year, the 
President sent a special message to Con- 
gress defending the management of the 
canal, the progress made and the sal- 
aries paid. He said every selection 
made for service on canal work, includ- 
ing that of Mr. Bishop. was the best 
possible under all the circumstances, and 
in referring to their work he sald: 

“I court the fullest, most exhaustive 
and most scarching investigation of any 
act of theirs, and if any of them is 
ever shown to have done wrong his pun- 
ishment shall be exemplary. But I 
ask that they be decently paid and that 
their hands be upheld as long as they 
act decently.’”’ 

This was accepted by the Senate as a 
challenge to all those who made the 
charges of “‘jobbery, immorality and in- 
efficiency’ to step forward and prove 
them. A meeting of the Interoceanic 
Canals Committee was called for the 
following day, at which a resolution for 
a fuli and comprehensive investigation 
of everything connected with the build- 
ing of the Panama Canal, revised by 
Senator Gorman, was adopted and pre- 
sented to the nate. It was approved 
and full authority given to send for per- 
sons, administer oaths and perform all 
the acts necessary to ascertain the 


truth. 
16 until this time the 
investigation has proceeded. 
It still continues. Tomorrow is set for 
the further examination of William Nel- 
son Cromwell, the New York lawyer. 
No steps have been taken for formulat- 
ing any report and none can be expect- 
ed at this session. No corrective bills 
need be expected before adjournment. 
Thousands have been expended at the 
hearings and absolutely nothing ac- 
complished, 

In the meantime Senator Gorman, 
who promised to look up the Presi- 
dent's demand for an investigation 
on Jan. 8, and prepared the resolution 
which was adopted, has died. He was 
able to attend but few of the meet- 
ings held for hearing testimony bear- 
ing on the alleged scandals. It re- 
mains for some other Senator to take 
up this work where Mr. Gorman laid 
it down and raise the question as to 
what has become of the investigation 
formally ordered by the Senate, and 
what remedial legislation has been 
suggested in accordance with the in- 
structions of the Senate.

QUITS ATHLETICS 





By Refusing to Recede From Her Stringent Position on Eligibility 
Rules Washington University Practically Withdraws From 


Competition With Other 


*fissourt, Arkansas and St. Louis uni- 
versities, Drury and Illinois colleges 
and Rose Polytechnic have practically 
severed all athletic relations with 
Washington University by refusing to 
accord to the Myrtle and Maroon’s uni- 
versity’s eligibility rules. 

The break in relations became marked 
when Missouri, Arkansas, St. Louis, 
Drury, Illinois and Rose rejected Wash- 
ington'’s overture for a football game 
this year. 

It is also said that the reason Kan- 
sas University preferred to play St. 


Loujs was on account of the rigid eli- 


gibility rules which Washington inflicts 
who would play with her 
games with outside colleges. 

Prof. Calvin M. Woodward, dean of 
the School of Engineering and Archi- 
tecture, at Washington, a member of 
the Advisory Board and the highest au- 
thority on athletics in the university, 
said Sunday that Washington would 
play under the eligibility rules as adopt- 
ed by the Advisory Board, or not be 
represented in athletic contests with 


“We will give up football, baseball 
and dual track and field meets,’’ said 
Prof. Woodward, “before we. will 


“chang? one of our eligibility rules to 
s get games with other schools. 
> make that statement just as strong as 
‘\yyou please.”

Poor Show for Football. 
When asked what were the prospects 


i for football at Washington this year, he 
4“ said: 


“Very slender, indeed. Our associates 
seem to be very peculiar. Representa- 
tives of St. Louis, Missouri, Rose, Drury 


’ and other schools met at Columbia early: 
this year for the purpose of agreeing 

‘on a set of rules to govern inter-school 

* meets. 


There was perfect harmony be- 
tween the delegates at the meeting, and 
‘we adjourned to meet later in Chicago. 


Colleges in This District. 


“At this second meetng all of the 
above institutions were represented, and 
éeulogistic speeches were made by dif- 
ferent representatives indorsing purity 
in athletics. Mr. Hetherington of Mis- 
souri, I remember particularly, was in- 
sietent that the meeting should place 
itself on record for pure undergraduate 
athletics. 

“It did so, and before we adjourned 
we had all agreed on a set of rules that 
were to govern games. These rules 
were patterned after those of the Chi- 
cago conference and were agreed to by 
the delegates representing St. Louis, 
Washington, Rolla, Drury, Missouri and 
a large number of other colleges. 

“Washington gave her word to abide 
by those rules and to be governed by 
them, and it is needless to say that she 
will do so. The school has been dragged 
into difficulties in its athletics in the 
past by her alumni managers, but will 
never allow such contretemps to hap- 
pen again.” 

Freshman Rule Ignored. 

“The freshman rules stipulating 
that no freshman shall participate in 
athletic contests between the repre- 
sentatives of two schools was the one 
that met with instant favor at the 


conference and was unanimously 
adoped. Now it is the one that the 
student managers of other schools are 
complaining bitterly against and will 
not agree to. 

“The freshman rule is a good one. 
It prevents the bringing in of young 
men for the sole purpose of using 
them in athletics. Athletics are for 
the students, not for professionals. 
We want our boys to obtain their ex- 
ercise by participation in games and 
sports, not by standing on the side 
lines and cheering an aggregation of 
quasi-professionals.”’ 

“Judging from present conditions 
there will be no football at Washing- 
ton this year,” said Preston Richard- 
son, manager of the football team. 
“Missouri was willing to respect the 
freshman rule, but is going to have a 
training table; a professional coach 
and wanted to charge more than a 
50-cent fee at the gate, all of which is 
forbidden by the conference rules.” 

The rules as adopted by the Western 
colleges require the coach to be a 





member of the faculty.

St. Louis, May, 1906.—To the 
Retail Liquor Dealers of Missouri:

Voters Urged to Direct Their | 
Energies Toward the 
Legislature. 


Enemies of the saloon have answered, 
in terms of the original, the appeal 
recently sent out by a liquor dealers’ 
organization urging saloon keepers to 
influence their customers against candi- 
dates for office who are not in sympa- 


thy with the liquor interest. 

In the letter sent to them the saloon 
men were advised to turn barroom con- 
versation, whenever possible, to the 
Supposed futility and fatuity of at- 
tempts to further restrict the saie of 
drink. They were told to urge their 
customers, regardless of party, to vote 
against candidates, particularly for the 
Legislature, who were in sympathy with 
the Anti-Saloon League or kindred or- 
ganizations. 

The liquor retailers were also advised 
to interview candidatés and “let them 
declare how they stand on the liquor 
questiocn.”’ 

In an open letter to voters, issued by 
Rev. Samuel I, Lindsay, superintendent 
of the Missouri Anti-Saloon League, the 
Same phrases are uséd as in the docu- 
ment addressed to saloon keepers.
